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DETAILED ACTION 

1. An Applicant's Amendment filed on July 20, 2005 has been entered. Claims 2-3 have 
been amended. Overall, claims 1-3 are pending in this application. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the use of open ended phrase 
"comprised" on line 1. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office Action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zimmer et al. (U.S. 
Patent 6,250,073). 

As shown in Figure 2, Zimmer et al. disclose a system for containing exhaust, 
comprising: 

- a collection vessel (3 or 4); 

- filter (5); 

- compressor (24); and 

- storage vessel (8) with valve (10b). 
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5. Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Straka (U.S. 
Patent 5,761,903). 

Re claim 2, as shown in Figure 1, Straka discloses a method of containing exhaust 
providing a source (1) of exhaust which enters a collection vessel (5), passes through a filter (6) 
to be compressed (by mixing with oxygen compressed with an oxygen pump), resulting in 100% 
exhaust containment. 

Re claim 3, Straka further discloses a method of releasing stored exhaust through a valve 
(7) to be recycled for industrial use. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office Action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zimmer et al. 
as applied to claim 1 above, in view of Straka. 

Re claim 2, Zimmer et al. further disclose a method for use with the system to provide a 
source of exhaust which enters a collection vessel (3 or 4) and passes through a filter (5) to be 
compressed by a compressor (24). 

Zimmer et al., however, fail to disclose that the method is used for a system that results in 
a full 100% exhaust containment. 
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As shown in Figure 1, Straka teaches a closed loop combustion system in which the 
exhaust gas stream is fully recycled back to the engine (1) to further minimize the pollution of 
atmospheric air with harmful emissions such as smoke, carbon dioxide, and carbon monoxide 
(lines 48-53 of column 1), It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention was made, to have utilized the teaching by Straka in the method of 
Zimmer et al., since the use thereof would have minimized the release of harmful emissions in 
the exhaust gas into the atmosphere. 

Re claim 3, in the modified method of Zimmer et al., the stored exhaust is released 
through a valve (10b) to be recycled back to engine (1) for industrial use.

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to the references applied in the previous Office 
Action have been fully considered but they are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
